1 . (Currently amended) A method for treating hot flush vasomotor oy mptomo in a subject, 
comprising the step of: administering to said subject an effective amount of a first component 
which is a selective norepinephrine reuptake inhibitor, its derivatives and or pharmaceutical!;/ 
acceptable salts thereof in combination with an effective amount of a second component 
which is a 5-HT 2 receptor antagonist, its derivatives and or pharmaceutical^ acceptable salts 
thereof. 

Claims 2 and 3. (Cancelled) 

4. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the first component is selected 
from the group consisting of maprotiline, reboxetine, desipramine, imipramine, amoxapine, 
doxepin, bupropion, lofepramin, amitriptyline, and combinations and pharmaceutically 
acceptable salts thereof. 

5. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the second component is (+)- 
a-(2,3-dimethoxy phenyl)- 1 -[2-(4-fluorophenyl)ethyl]-4-piperidinemethanol or 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

6. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1, wherein: 

a. the first component is selected from the group consisting of maprotiline, reboxetine, 
desipramine, nisoxetine, imipramine, amoxapine, doxepin, lofepramin and amitriptyline 
and pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof; and 

b. the second component is (+)~a~(2,3-dimethoxyphenyl)-1-[2-(4-fluorophenyl)ethyl]-4- 
piperidinemethanol or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

Claims 7 to 13 (Cancelled) 

14. (Previously presented) The method of any one of claims 1 and 4 to 6, wherein the 
subject is human. 

15. (original) The method of claim 14, wherein the human is female patient. 

16. (original) The method of claim 15, wherein the female patient is perimenopausal. 

17. (original) The method of claim 15, wherein the female patient is menopausal. 

18. (original) The method of claim 15, wherein the female patient is postmenopausal. 

19. (original) The method of claim 14, wherein the subject is male patient. 
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20. (original) The method of claim 19, wherein the male patient is naturally, chemically or 
surgically andropausal. 

21. (Previously presented) The method of claim 4, wherein the administration of 
norepinephrine reuptake inhibitor and 5-HT 2 antagonist is concurrent. 

22. (Previously presented) The method of claim 4, wherein the administration of 
norepinephrine reuptake inhibitor and 5-HT 2 antagonist is simultaneous.
